decree, order or other process for the delivering up or taking possession cuted ‘ 

10 of land in Ireland, shall be executed on any Christmas-day or Good 
Friday, nor on any day within the time after the commencement of Two 
Hours next before sunset, and before the expiration of One Hour next 
after sunrise. 



And be it Enacted, That before any such writ, decree, order or process, Before the 
15 as aforesaid, for delivering up or taking possession of land, on which sucTS,^ 
there shall be any inhabited dwelling-house, or building used as a “eutoih 
dwelling-house, shall be executed in any county in Ireland (not being Guar, Hnns 
a county of a city or county of a town), the landowner or other Union, ex- 
person by or on whose behalf such writ, decree, order or other tSftfCiS' 
20 process, as aforesaid, shall have been sued out, or his agent, shall give or Towus ' 
notice in writing of his intention to execute the same Seven Days at 
the least before the same shall be executed to the guardians of the

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poor of the union in which such land shall be situate, and such notice 
shall mention the parish or barony, electoral division and town land 
in which the land of which possession is so to lie delivered up or 
taken shall be situate. 

And be it Enacted, That every notice to be given to the 5 
guardians of the poor of any union under this Act shall bo given by 
delivering the same to the clerk of such guardians, or by leaving tile 
same, directed to such clerk, at ids dwelling-house, or at the work- 
house of such union, or by letter sent by the post, directed to the 
clerk of such guardians at such workhouse -, and in case the same shall lo 
be so sent by the post, such notice shall bo delivered directed, open 
and in duplicate, lo the postmaster of any post-office, and the post- 
master shall compare the notice and the duplicate, and on being 
satisfied that they are alike, shall forward one of them to us address 
by the post, and shall return the other to the party bringing the same, 1 5 
stamped with the stamp of tile said post-office, and such postmaster 
shall be entitled to have and receive from the person delivering such 
letter the rate of postage payable for die same, and the sum oi 
Sixpence and no more, and such stamped duplicate shall be evidence 
of the notice having been given on the day on which sucli notice 20 
would in the ordinary course of post have been delivered at such 
workhouse. 

And be it Enacted, That the clerk of the said guardians shall, 
within Forty-eight Hours after he shall have received such notice as 
aforesaid, transmit a true copy thereof to the relieving officer of the 
electoral division in which the land shall be situate, and such relieving 
officer as aforesaid shall, on the receipt of such notice, take order for 
providing shelter for any persons who shall become destitute by 
reason of their being dispossessed or removed of or from any 
dwelling-house or other building used as a dwelling-house, by or j 0 
under such writ, decree, order or other process as aforesaid, 
or for furnishing them with the means of providing such shelter ; 
and it shall be lawful for such guardians, if they shall think 
fit, to provide every such destitute poor person with relief to the 
same extent as destitute poor persons permanently disabled from 35 
labour by reason of old age, infirmity, or bodily or mental defect, are 
by law entitled to relief in Ireland ; and the expense of all such 
relief as shall be afforded to any destitute poor person under this 
Act, shall be charged on the electoral division in which the dwelling 
from which such person shall have been evicted shall be situate. 40 

And .be it Enacted, That in case there shall bo upon any land of 
f which possession is to be delivered up or taken under such writ,

And be it Enacted, That in case any such writ, decree, order or Penalty on 
process as aforesaid, in respect of which notice should be given to the SSSLt 
20 guardians under this Act, shall be executed without such notice being notice * 
given, or in case any such writ, decree, order or process as aforesaid, 
shall be executed without notice being given to any occupier who 
shall be entitled to be served with notice under this Act, the landlord 
or other person by whom or on whose behalf such writ, decree, order or 
25 other process shall have been sued out, shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of Tzvcnty Pounds to the guardians of the union in which the land 
shall be situate; and such sum may be recovered by civil bill or 
otherwise, and shall be applied in aid of the rates of the electoral
